The ochre deposits 
vere found just south of the south- | 
east arm of the Makwai Lake and a} 
rough estimate suggests that some-) 
thing like 50,000 tons of rich red iron 
ochre, varying in depth from three 
to five feet, are available. ® 

Iron ochre has many uses. It is 
used extensively in the manufacture 
of paint, for coloring floors, for col- 
oring sand lime brick, as a filler in 
the manufacture of rubber 
paper, oilcloth, for coloring 
heads and for coloring stucco. 

Both the quality and quantity of 
the iron ochre deposits discovered at 
Makwai.Lake are stated to warrant 
commercial development. Samples 
are now being tested for the Depart- 
ment of Railways, Labor and Tndus-| 
tries to determine the various proper-| 
ties of the ochre.
